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FCC SLAPS $15,000 FINE 
ON CROSS-BAND JAMMER

From October 1990 through July 12, 1991 at least 15 
police departments, taxi companies and the Bay Bridge 
emergency operations were targets of malicious cross- 
banding. The apprehension of the jammer was reported 
exclusively in the August, 1991 issue of The Carrier. 

On June 8, the Federal Communications Commission 
issued a $15,000 Notice of Apparent Liability (the FCC's 
way of saying “fine") against James Winstead, Jr., KK6SM, 
of Redwood City. 

Previously the FCC had administratively confiscated 
Winstead’s equipment and suspended his license for six 
months. The equipment used for the cross-banding and 
out-of-band operation was returned by the FCC to 
Winstead without alteration. 

The FCC had said it would criminally prosecute for 
violation of Title 47 of U.S. Codes 301 and 333. That 
action could have brought fines of $100,000 and 1 year in 
federal prison on each count. Winstead faced a minimum 
of $1 million in fines and could have spent nearly 30 years 
in prison had he been found guilty. 

The FCC could not prosecute criminally because the U. 
S. Attorney refused a criminal complaint. 

Winstead is an Advanced Class operator and had been 
a Volunteer Examiner. 

He told The Carrier in an exclusive interview that he had 
purchased the out-of-band radio at a flea market and once 
he learned to cross-band “did it for the thrill of it." He said 
it was “just a very bad habit that | am now very sorry for." 

At the time of the offenses Winstead was studying in 
South San Francisco to become a commercial federally 
licensed radio technician, and has since completed the 
course. 

Winstead’s apprehension was the direct result of the 
work of a number of amateur radio operators who worked 
cooperatively with the FCC using elaborate tracking 
systems. His apprehension was delayed while evidence 
to support the allegations was carefully documented. 

(It is very important to note that while Amateur Radio 
operators were involved in transmitter hunting for 
Winstead, only FCC personnel ever contacted 
Winstead before his apprehension. An earlier FCC 
news release said MDARC members took a lead in the 
apprehension. That statement is in error. — Editor)

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WORTH REPEATING 
(June ’92 QST/p.76) 


REPEATER COURTESY 

With many new amateurs on the air it’s a good time to 
review good operating practices. The following guidelines 
are adapted from those developed by system operators 
of the Condor Connection repeater system and other 
groups. The rules promote efficient, professional- 
sounding communications and foster harmony between 
operators. 

DO’s 

* Speak clearly and don't key or unkey your microphone 
at the moment you start or finish talking. Give your rig 
and the repeater a moment to come on. Repeated 
transmissions take up air time. 
* If the repeater has a courtesy tone (.06 has) wait.until 
you hear it before transmitting. This allows time for other 
stations to break in if necessary, and allow the system to 
reset. 
* Follow the “Repeater operating Practices" in the ARRL 
Repeater Directory (Page 8). 
* If you hear a jammer, ignore him. Don’t acknowledge 
his presence in any way. 
* Repeater traffic priorities are: 1) Emergency and 
pricrity. 2) System test or maintenance transmission by 
control operators or system owners. 3) Public service. 4) 
Fixed (base) stations should ensure that mobile and 
portable stations have priority, especially during the 
commute hours of 6-8 AM and 4-6 PM. 5) Fixed (base) 
communications. 
* Follow the FCC requirement to identify your station once 
every 10 minutes and at the end of a QSO. On the other 
hand, don’t “overidentify* by sending your call sign after 
every transmission. , 


DON’Ts 


+* Don't say anything that should be “private.“. Do your 


best to sound friendly, professional and courteous. 

* Don't use radio “jargon” ("Q" signals are jargon). 

* Don’t break into a QSO unless you have emergency or 

priority traffic or som thing valuable to add. 

* Don’t use the repeater to “rag chew“ endlessly with a 

local station. Make your contact, and move to a simplex 

frequency if possible. 

* Don’t carry on a QSO_ onger than necessary. Allow 

others to use and enjoy the system. Limit your QSO’s to 

reasonable length, especially during commute hours. 

* Don’t use excessive microphone gain. 

* Don't “think out loud." If you have nothing to say, 

release the PTT key. 

* Don't acknowledge a “no contact" or announce that you 

are “clear” after calling a station that doesn't answer. 
These are “guides” and not "law" - Ed.

The death of a ham and fellow club member can have a 
dampening effect on those who knew the Silent Key. On 
the other hand, when the ham has instructed that his 
estate benefit Amateur Radio, the memory of good times 
has a lasting effect.

Peattie. The donation was equal to about 10 percent of 
the value of items sold. Additionally, the club has a very 
good start on quality items for its next auction. 

Helping me organize and execute the estate sale were:
